JAMESTOWN AXD ITS CU1TICS.
Those of us who aro familiar wlth

the edltorial pollcy of the new York

Evening Post know thnt it rarely ilnds

aiiythinpj ln tlie South desorving of

Its commendatlon, and its bittcr and

tinjust attack on tho Jamestown Expo¬
sltion does not. therefore, create sur¬

prlse. Had thls been a negro under-

.taklng Instead of one whlch cnllstod
the hearty support of the natlon, or

had It been loeated north of tho Mason

and Dlxon llne, tho Post mlght havo

been more generous and charitable.
Reference has already been modo to

the criticlsm of the Army nnd Navy
Journal and the charge that ships
nnd troops have b£en used by the man¬

agement merely for advertising pur¬
poses. "That is all thero has been
to the exposition froin the start," says
the Evonlng Post, "thls deslre to make
ruoney out of tho army and navy, and
even the President of tho United States.
From New York to Washington the
fiekls nre disflgurcd by exposition
slgns bc-aring tbe plcturo of a soldler
and a sallor.but no reference to any¬
thing elso. It is all so gross an out-

;age tliat President Roosevelt would
be Justifled in refuslng to go again,
as he plans to, and in ordoring away
the troops and ships now there."
But President Roosevelt ls not the

klnd of man to order away the ships
and troops at the instance of a chroni-
cally ill-natured newspaper. His de-
termlnation to help a praiscworthy
cause hy his presence will not be
changed, and he is there to-day be¬
cause he is whoily in sympathy with
the work and becauso he is anxlous,
as the Chief Executive of thls na¬

tlon, to show that the exposltion ls
not an ordlnary event.not an adver¬
tising scheme for a few promoters.
The peoplo of Norfolk' and all Vlrglnia
hnvo glvon liberal support to tho en¬

terprise. They havo lnvested more

than they may hope to make in ro¬

turn. Tney have labored hard against
tremendous odds, und ne»*v whon their
great effort is almost complete tlioy
meet abu.se from more or less hlgh
quarters and a dellberato attempt to
wreck it. Tho Army and Navy Jour-
r.nl and tho New York Evening Post
fall to understand our people lf they
belleve that they will lose hoart nnd
*'alter Just when they aro prepared
, t> show the..roal magnltudo and glory
*>f the te/dVnt'ermial. Indeed, they" will
tako new courago, and the enterprise
would lose none of lts splendor* even

if the army and navy should desort.
The Jamestown celebration reprci-

sents an epoch ln tho world's history.
lt ls proper that the naval display
should be pre-emlnent in greatness
and in powor. But tho celebration,
.would not bo a failure wlthout this
featuro. ln twenty-slx State buildlngs
there ls tho most complete American
hlstorical exhlblt over brought to¬
gether. These twenty-slx States would
hardly have co-operuted wlth thoinan-
agenient had they believed thut their
products wero to be exploltcd for tlio
ficonclal benefit of tho citizens of Nor¬
folk.
Thc ardor ar.d enthusiasm of tho

people of Virginia will not be chilled
by these attueks upon thut which haa
aroused tholr udmlratlon and support.
Rather will they be iHimulatcd by it
to work all the moro nnd'so prove
that tlie Bpleen and bltterness of hos-
tllc crltics will do no harm to an en¬
terprise whlch must ultimutoly he
crownod with success. Tlie word "out-
rage" cannot be, and never could be,
BEEOciuted wlth the Juniestown Expo¬
sltion except ln mlnds as errant, us
oholorlc and ns hopelessly prejiullccii
ar, that habitually displayed by tho
New York Evening Post.
